Five Men Killed In Britain Before | 

The War, In Making Valuable 

Experiments | 

Five Britons, one of them a scien-| 
tist working with the others to per 
fect a powerful new explosive, were | 
killed in an arsenal shortly before | 
the outbreak of the war, but their! 
work, ending so tragically, helped 
to provide the Allies with RDX, a} 
secret explosive more deadly than 
TNT. 

They were killed when a 15-inch 
shell being filled with 50 pounds of 
RDX exploded, the Ministry of Sup- | 
ply disclosed. The lives of these men, 
who took capital risks so that Bri 
tain might be spared “were not 
wasted", the Ministry said, 

The names, heretofore withheld for 
security reasons, included those of 
F. C, Lewis, the scientist, and Cmdr 
Pp. M. Long, admiralty ordnance 
assistant. The other men were a 
laboratory assistant and two fac- 
tory hands. 

RDX, which stands for Research 
Department Formula X, is being pro 
duced now in ever larger quantities 
in Canada and the United States 
Scientists at London tried for 16 
years to manufacture the super ex- 
plosive, succeeding only in 1939.

Wrong Varieties of Wheat 


The ‘‘Orop Teating Plan is now 
analizing the results of thie last 
summmaer’s growing teste of thousands 
of wheat samp'+s. each sample rep. 
resenting a farmer's growing fleld 
of wheat. Owing to the shortage of 
labour, teate this sear were made 
only of eamplea from those areas 
which in the past have shown a 
high percentage of bad mixtures. 


The firet thing that etrikes one 
looking over the tests, is to note the 
large numbers of farmers who ac. 
tually were growing a variety of 
wheat which was entirely different 
from the variety they thought they 
were producing Mang farmers. for 
instance, who thought they were 
growing Red Bobs—an early vari- 
ety—were actually found to be pro- 
ducing Marqais—which is a much 
later variety. Because of this Inte- 
neea, many of such crops no doubt 
this year were caught by froet. 

The teste show, too. that many 
farmere who thought they were 
growing a ruet-resistant wheat, 
either Thatcher, Apex, Renown or 
Regent. actually were growing a 
variety susceptible to rust, such as 
Red Bobs, Marquis or Canus, Here, 
of course. the farmer would lose 
much money in a rust year It 
does seem important, therefore, if 
farmers wish to make the full 
amount of money that their herd 
work deserves, that they should be 
absolutely certain that the seed they 
sow really ic of the variety they 
wish to grow
